2,200 horse power at maximum rat- 
Ing. 
For the purpose of comparison 


It may be said

large Atlantic type of steam loco- 
motives which haul the empire state 
express and the century .limited have 
an indicated horsepower 
of 
1,300 


when running at the speed 
of GO 


miles an hour. 
The 'electric loco- 


motive will be a doiible-ender, run- 
ning equally well In either direction. 
It will have four motors each a G50 
horse-power at normal_ rating. 
At 


each end will" be a iwiny. truck con- 
sisting of a single path of • wheels. 


The conditions which the locomo- 


tive would have to meet, in actual 
service were laid down by a .com 
nilsslo.il appointed by the_New York 
Central Railroad Co.
